TERMS OF REFERENCE OF THE INTELLIGENCE WORKING GROUP

The Director of Central Intelligence ha s approved the prt>po~ul 
of the Director for Mutual Security and thm Sao rata ry of State for the 
establishment of an Intelligence Working Group (1TO) for direct intelli- 
gence support of the Ecobcapio Defence idviaory Coamittae (ELAv). The 
Secretary of Defense has indorsed the proposal antt requested each of 
the Services to designate appropriate representatives. In view of the 
above, the intelligence sectors of the Departments of State, Army, Navy, 
and Air Force and the Central Intelligence Agendy have each appointed 
a member and an alternate member to serve upon the' 110. The Office oi 
the Director for Mutual Seourity, the Office of the Secretary of 
Dcfonse, and the Departments of State, Comnerce, and the Treasury have 
designated representatives to serve as associate members. The Intelli- 
gence Advisory Conndttee, taking oognisance of these faots, hereby 
approvo s the following terms of referenoe. 


i vSemborahip 

1. Membership and associate membership of the HO shall be 
composed of the representatives of the Departments and Agencies as 
stated in the Preamble. Associate members will have full right or 
participation in all meetings and voice in all work of the Working 
Group except for those Intelligence matters which fall within the 
exclusive responsibility of the IAC agenoiss. Any other agency having 
interest or competence in the field of eoonomio defense intelligence 
may be invited to sit with the Group. The principal representative 
of CIA shall serve as Chairman and shall designate the Executive 
Secretary. 


Purpose

2, The purpose of the IWG shall be to develop end furnish 

intelligence to the EDAC for policy making and Operations in the 
ooonomic defense field inoluded under the Mutual Defense Assistance 
Control Aet of'iDtt tP.t*. SIS, 82nd Congress) and directives issued 
in cormeotion with ISC 104/2 and related documents, and to develop 
closer continuous relationships among the operational, policy 
formulation and intelligenoo-reeoaroh elements engaged in the economic 
defense program.

General Prinolplos 

5. The nro will not supplant any other interagency intelligence 
arrangements, hut will make use of the existing Intelligence 
faoilities of the Government, lnoluding appropriate interagency 
oosnltteos and working groups. 

4. The IWG shall work elosely with the Steering Group of EDAC 
and its working groups in order to obtain maximum guidance in its 
operations and be responsive to eo anomic defense program requirements 
for intelligence. 

8. In carrying out its responsibilities, the IWG nay set up 
suoh working sub-group a as may be Judged neoessary. 

6. The participation of the representatives of the IAC agonoios 
shall be subject to the conditions prescribed by the Intelligence 
Advisory Committee. 

7. Assooiate member ship of any additional nan-tAfi agencies 
shall be subject to approval of both the EDAC Steering Group and 
the members representing the IAC egenoies. 

8. The members and assooiate members of the IWG shall havo 
aooess within the 1713 to that intelligence and information produoed 
or obtained by on IAC ogonoy, whioh is needed for the fulfillment 
of the I Wi mission, subject to appropriate security clearances 

and the controls and procedures of the originating IAC agenoy.

9. Agendas submitting intelligence to the WO through their 
ropro sentativo s shall be responsible for ihdoating by appropriate 
marking on^hoir contribution* when the substance of such dooumcnts 
is not releasable to foreign nationals rnder tho provision of 

MIC 206/29. The IWG shall insure that coordinated intelligonoo 
submitted to EDAC is similarly marked to ref loot thoso portions 
whioh may not be released.
